The Registration Lists and Mandamus Case : 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Please allow me space in your columns to 
defend myself against misrepresentations that 
are being published in some of our city papers: 

Late Saturday evening my attention was 
called to a pretended interview with me 
published in one of the evening papers of the 
previous day (the 22d). No such interview 
ever took place. The language which was 


falsely attributed to me was never uttered by 
me, and grossly misrepresents my views and 
opinions. Other of the city papers have pre- 
sumed to publish as mine views which I have 
never expressed, or for a moment entertained. 

To be brief, I shall not particularize, but 
deny in toto all expressions of opinion that 
have been attributed to me since the decision 
of the Supreme Court was rendered. I have 
not even spoken to a newspaper reporter, nor 
have lexpressed an opinion to any one else 
since that decision was made. I did not ob- 
tain a full copy of it until last Saturday even- 
ing. A carefal perusal of that document 
shows that my action in reference to the reg- 
istration lists has been sustained by the court, 
as was first announced, notwithstanding the 
statements to the contrary that have been 
1 That the Central Committee has 

een defeated in its attempts to compel me by 
mandamus to permit it to take copies of the 
registration lists is not disputed. The court 
refused to grant the writ. It is asserted, how- 
ever, that my victory is a barren one, because 
of certain individual sayings by Justice Black 
in which Justice Sherwood concurred. 

Those ‘‘sayings’’ formed. no part of the de- 
cision, as may be seen by the concluding part 
of said decision, which reads as follows: 

„What we have said is enough to establish 
the right to take copies where there is a real 
occasion for their use. The demurrer is over- 
ruled and the peremptory writ denied. er 
J., absent. Norton, C. J., and Brace, J., 
concur in the result. Sherwood, J., concurs 
with me in all that is said. 

„F. M. BLaAcK, J. 

From this it is clear that Chief Justice Nor- 
ton and Justice Brace, while concurring with 
Justices Biack and Sherwood in the result— 
that is to say, in overruling the demur- 
rer and denying the writ—did not 
coneur in the other views or sayings 
ot Justice Black. Justice Sherwood concurred 
with him, it is true, but it required a majority 
ot the court to give those er any bind- 
ing, foree or effect. From the fact—stated in 
the opinion—that Justices Norton and Brace 
did not concur with Justice Black as to his 
‘‘sayings,’’ it must be inferred that they re- 
fused so to do. It is clear, therefore, that the 
views expressed by Justice Black and ap- 

roved by Justice Sherwood are antagonized 
by Ohiet Justice Norton and Justice Brace, It 
follows that the case stands precisely as it did 
before the Oentral Committee asked for the 
writ.. Nothing has been decided, except that 
the court would not grant the writ asked for.

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HE FAKES AN INTERVIEW WITH 4 WORTHY 


And Refuses Him Correction or Reparation 
—The Clergyman’s Statement — A Sad 
stery of Journalistic Depra vity. 

The St. Louis Republic of Sunday, June 10, in 
addition to the customary puffs of Brer Jones 
by Brer Jotes, congratulations from Brer 
Jones to Bret Jones, announcements of what 
Brer Jones <«xpected Brer Jones to accom- | 
plish as a cotpse-reviver, and free Want Ads 
clipped from me paid columns of the Satur- 
day Fosr- Dis tou, contained a headline, an 
interview and 4 woodcut. 

The headline told of ‘‘Cleveland Biessed.— 
How the Presidént Received the News of His 
Nomination.’’ The interview purported to 
have been extracted by the usual process from 
the Kev. A. P. Smith of Dallas, Tex., and the 
wood-cut represented a long-backed party in 
a misfit tail coat making mesmerizing passes 
over a stout party sound asleep in an arm- 
chair. The headline was a lie; the interview 
a fake; the wood-cut 4 clumsy counterfeit. 

The clergyman who was the victim of this 
impudent forgery has sent the follewing letter 
to a gentieman well known in St. Louis: 

DEAR FRIEND—Yours just to hand. I will be 
greatly obliged to you if you will have my denial pub- 
lished in full in the Post-DisPaTcu, and if possible 
inthe Globe-Democrat, and send me copies of the 
issues. I have been trying ever since my return to 
get the 8t. Leuig Republi to do me justice in the 
matter, but have failed thusfar. I have been greatly 
annoyed about this matter and get letters almost 
daily, either expressing surprise or administering 
positive censure. Anything that vou can doin the 
matter will be greatly appreciated by yours as ever,

We cheerfully comply with his request, giv- 
ing the following details by way of introduc- 
tion to his explanation; 

The Rev. A. P. Smith of Dallas, Tex., visited 
St. Louis during the National Democratic Con- 
vention, and would have departed with none 
other than kindly feelings for thé city had he 
not been made, at the time ot his brief visit, 
the victim of an alleged interview in the Re- 
public. This interview, as printed, has been 
the source of much mortification to Mr. 
Smith, who has, as he says, ever 
since been the recipient of numerous 
letters either expressing surprise or positive 
censure, andas he has vainly endeavored to 
obtain a retraction of the exceedingly annoy- 
ing misrepresentation, his chagrin is natu- 
rally great.

I eould 
net offer stereotyped congratulations to a 
man so grandly calm and so wonderfully 
self-possessed, and asl looked at his strong, 
commanding and impassive features, I felt 
the inspiration of the hour and the man’s 
singular and splendid fate, and 1 
knew that he was the creature 
ofawilleven stronger than the will of the 
people, whieh bad called him to the high 
place he so m ifleently fills, and would 
maintain him there until his mission was 
ended. Lifting my bands above his head 1 
blessed bim and bie Administration in the 
name of Almighty God and gave him 
cheer for the fight to come. He 
received my blessing with bowed head 
and remained an instant in the same 
position; then with a gesture and a word he 
thanked me and moved away. It was an im- 
pressive moment, andI do not believe there 
was a person in the room who did not feel a 
solemn conviction that he was looking upon 
the next President of the United States, be- 
yond the power of mere partisan opposition 
to make otherwise.

Republican and Democratic Followers 
Nearly Come Together“ at Belleville.

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CRUSHING BLACKMAIL. 


HOW THE CITIZENS OF OURAY, COLO., 
DBIVE AWAY BOGUS CLAIMANTS. 


The Way in Which Miners Were Robbed by 
Mining Sharks—A Rich Camp Nearly 
Ruined by Fraudulent Suite—Methods of 
the Blackmatliers and How They Were 
Operated—The League Formed for Mu- 
taal Protection and Sow It Purged the 
District of a Band of Vampires. 


Walter Shields of Ouray, Colo., whois at the 
Southern, said this morning to a Post-Dis- 
PATOH reporter: ‘‘I have just received a tele- 
gram announcing that in prospecting near the 
Jackson mine, in a northeasterly direction, a 
partner of mine has struck a vein which 
promises to become one of the best in 
ourcamp. The vein is narrow, being scarcely 
ten inches wide, but assays now as high as 367 
ounces to the ton, while the walls are well 
defined. I left Ouray some ten days ago, and 
never since I have been in thdt camp has it 


deen in so flourishing a condition. 


A BLACKMAILING SCHEME. 
One thing has been gotten rid of that has 
for a long time interfered most seriously with 
our prosperity, and that is the maltiplicity of 


suits that have been filed against 
nearly every property in the camp. 
This is the case in every mining 


district, but Ouray has had far mare than its 
just share. There were a set of men who 
made their living by hanging around town, 
and as soon asa good prospect was opened 
filed a suit claiming that the claim had been 


located by them. Ourayis essentially a poor 
man’s camp, and the discoverers of a claim 
scarcely ever save money enough to work it, 
but have to apply to outside capitalists for 
assistance. The fact that the property was in 
litigation had the effect of discouraging in- 
tending purchasers, and would either 
prevent a sale entirely or oblige the 
seller to take a price far below the real 
value of the property. Rather than 
submit to this loss, the discoverer would buy 
up the claim against the prospect at a price 
varying from $100 to $2,000, which would be so 
much clear gain to the bogus claimant. There 
are a score of men in Ouray who have for sey- 
eral years made thelr living entirely in this 
way, and some bave accumulated quite large 
sums. 
THE CITIZENS’ LEAGUR. 

Recently, bowever, an attempt hag been 
made to puta stop to this system of black- 
mail, and it has met with nearly complete 
success. As soon asa suit is filed, a motion 
for security for costs is made, and the citi- 
gens have formed an organization for the pur- 
pose of investi gating the financial standing of 
any one who offers to go on the bond of these 
bogus claimants, and if itis ascertained that 
false statements in this respect have been 
made, which is generally the case, a prose- 
cution for perjury is at once instituted and 
3 to the bitter end. Two convictions 

ave already been secured, there are about a 


dozen cases in court, and the straw bond in- 


dustry has been nearly broken 
up. When A good bond is se- 
cured the association investigates the 


claim, and if it is found to be fraudalent a 
number of citizens combine to give an in- 
demnity bond to any purchaser securing him 
against loss should the suit be decided ad- 
versely. Then hundreds of witnesses are 
summoned, elaborate and expensive surveys 

ordered, and every legitimate meaus taken to 
pile up costs. 

THIEVES THWARTED. 

The consequence is that the blackmailers 
find it impossible to get any one to go on their 
bonds, and have crag ven f abandoned Ouray 
for more profitable fields. As a result the 
amount of mone spent by outside capitalists 
in our camp during the last three months is 
larger than it has been during any preceding 
year; adozen milis will be put u before 
winter. Capital is seeking us instead of being 
sought, and to- fy | Ouray, in proportion to 
its size, is by far the most prosperous camp in 
Colorado. he mines were always known to 
be good, but many of the best prospects have 
remained undeveloped because of the im- 
— law- suits, and prospectors were kept 
rom the camp by its bad reputation in this 
respect. But since the formation of the Citi- 
zens’ League scores of prospects have been 

urchased, prospectors haye streamed by 

undreds into the town and our — 
has increased nearly 50 per cent. The cham- 
pion high-grade camp of Colorado is now for 
the first time fairiy on its feet, and will gain 
rapidly on its larger rivals.’

Pohiman came up to him 
there and inquired what language Sarner had 
used to him. The latter replied that he had 
told him he was unreasonable to want him to 
stop a 8 wagon as suddenly as one could 
a light bagg ithout another word Ponl- 
man struc 120 four times in the head in 
rapid succession, cutting him terribly. 
The wounds seemed to show that 
he used some dlunt instrument on 
the Weiss beer agent. Sarner went 
to the City Dispen „ where he had his in- 
juries dressed. The doctor pronounced them 
quite serious and ordered him tobe careful 
and remain quiet until they had healed. Sar- 
ner then applied to Mr. Dierkes and procured 
a warrant for assault and battery against 
Pohiman.

SPEEDY JUSTICE. 


AVilliam=Moore,a Black Brute, Lynched by 


a Mob at Charleston, III. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Drar Aren. 

MatTroosr, III., June %.—Mattoon and 
Charieston people are all excited this morn- 
ing on account of the hanging of a colored 
brute named William Moore, at Charleston, 
for criminally assaulting a young German 
girl in this city, Saturday night. Mary A. 

ingardiner, aged 16 years, and not very 

right, came from her home near Effingham, 
Saturday night, and stopped at the depot in 
this city. She inquired of William Moore, 
who worea porter’s badge, having formerly 
been employed in that capacity at the Dole 
House, for a ilodging-house. He told 
her he would show her one, 
leaving the depot with ber. She returned 
to Broadway shortly after and informed the 
police that the negro had criminally assaulted 
her.

During the two months he has been acting 
in the capacity of umpire in the American 
Association, Mr. Gaffney has had ample time 
to study the habits of the players in that or- 
ganization and make mental comparisons 
between them and the men in the National 
League, in which he served as umpire for so 
many years. 

He was led into speaking of this matter to- 
“day and he said: 

„There is a very great difference between 
the way they play bali in the Association and 
the League. I And it a much harder task in 
the Association. Its players take more risk in 
running bases and attempt to steal second 
twice for every once it is done in the League. 
The consequence is that the umpire is com- 
pelled to be more lively and has more to do. 
I do not mean dy this that the League 
players have no judgment. On the con- 
trary, I think they run bases with more 
judgment than the Association players, but 
they are more slow and deliberate. My sys- 
tem of umpiring behind the pitcner, when 
there are men on bases, has solved most of 
the tronbie we had to contend witn in the 
past, and the results are that there 
are no kicks at all on base decisions. 
Now I say to a baseman, That man is not 
out, I know it,’ and that settles it. Under the 
old system if an umpire were to give a de- 
cision of that kind the player would throw the 
ball down, as much as to say: ‘Oh, you make 
me sick!’
